AN  OLD  TRADITION 


In  1912  when  the  constitution  of  the  University 
was  undergoing  considerable  read|ustment,  Prin¬ 
cipal  Cordon  suggested  that  the  position  of  Rector 
be  established,  to  be  patterned  after  a  similar 
position  found  in  some  of  the  old  Scottish  umve- 
sities.  Apparently  when  Principal  Cordon  had  been 
a  student  in  Glasgow,  the  annual  election  of  the 
University  Rector  had  been  the  most  important 
occurrence  on  the  campus.  Each  year  the  students 
nominated  two  persons — usually  men  prominent  in 
politics,  one  liberal  and  one  conservative — and 
divided  themselves  according  to  their  political 
convictions;  and  an  election  with  the  usual  hilarious 
pre-election  campaigning. 


Such  was  Principal  Cordon's  idea.  The  Rector, 
once  elected,  was  to  be  the  students'  represent¬ 
ative  on  the  University  Board  of  Trustees  for  three 
years,  and  would  be  asked  to  speak  to  the  student 
body  once  during  that  period  in  a  Rectorial  address. 

Unfortunately,  this  plan  was  not  adhered  to. 
The  first  Rector  of  Queen's  University  was  simply 
appointed  by  the  AMS  executive,  and  this  method 
had  been  followed  ever  since.  Moreover,  the  first 
Rector  never  did  deliver  a  Rectorial  address;  nor 
did  he  ever  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Not  all  these  violations  of  the  original  inten¬ 
tions  have  persisted.  Though  appointments  to  the 
position  of  Rector  are  still  made  by  he  AMS  execu¬ 
tive,  the  Rectorial  Address  has  become  an  estab¬ 
lished  and  familiar  tradition. 

Succeeding  His  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Athlone, 
Dr,  Sandwell  was  named  Rector  of  Queen's  Univer¬ 
sity  during  the  fall  of  194-4.  His  Rectorial  Address 
was  given  in  Grant  Hall,  December  8. 

At  one  time  assistant  professor  of  economics  at 
McGill  University,  and  for  two  years  head  of  the 
Department  of  English  here  at  Queen's,  Dr.  Sand- 
well  left  the  university  world  for  that  of  journalism 
He  is  now  Managing  Editor  of  the  Toronto 
"Saturday  Night" — one  of  the  most  outstanding 
journalists  in  Canada  today. 

Four  years  ago  Queen's  conferred  upon  Dr 
Sandwell  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws, 
in  recognition  of  his  brilliant  work  It  is  now  with 
pleasure  and  respect  that  the  students  receive 
him  as  their  Rector.

"Alma  Mater  Society"  means  every  Queen's  student, 
for  A  M  S.  is  the  Queen's  student  republic,  the  organization 
which  enables  undergraduates  to  run  their  own  extra¬ 
curricular  affairs. 

The  executive  of  the  A  M  S — its  legislative  body — has 
thirteen  members,  the  presidents  of  the  faculty  societies 
and  of  Theology,  and  a  senior  and  a  junior  representative 
of  each  Society. 

Acting  as  chairman  of  the  executive  is  the  president  of 
the  A. M  S.,  the  chief  of  all  student  officials.  Each  spring 
the  president  is  chosen  by  an  electoral  college  made  up  of 
representatives  of  incoming  and  outgoing  executives.  This 
year's  president  was  Bill  Cornett,  Meds  '46,  followed  upon 
his  graduation  from  the  accelerated  Meds  course  in  January 
by  Irvin  Collins,  Arts  '45. 

Attached  to  the  A. M  S.  and  to  the  A.B.  of  C  (an  A. M  S. 
subdivision)  is  Charlie  Hicks,  permanent  secretary- 
treasurer. 

The  enforcement  of  A.M.S.  rulings  and  the  maintenance 
of  order  on  the  campus  is  in  the  hands  of  A  M.S  constables. 
Bookings  of  orchestras  and  other  dance  arrangements  are 
under  A.M.S..  supervision.  Freshman  regulations  and 
University  publications,  also  illustrated  here,  are  other 
departments  In  war  years,  the  A.M.S  has  sponsored  and 
supported  blood-donor  and  other  war  drives. 

The  student  government  at  Queen's  is  one  of  the  oldest, 
most  democratic  and  most  powerful  in  Canada.

The  Tricolor  plaque  is  probably  the  most  coveted 
and  respected  individual  award  obtainable  at  Queen's. 
It  is  emblematic  of  membership  in  the  Tricolor  Society, 
which,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  A.M.S.,  is 
the  highest  tribute  that  can  be  paid  to  a  student 
for  valuable  service  to  the  University  in  non-athletic 
extra-curricular  activities." 

Only  post-graducte  and  final-year  students  are 
eligible  for  membership.  Furthermore,  the  Constitution 
says  firmly:  "A  minimum  number  of  students  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Tricolor  Society  ecch  year,  so  as  not  to 
jeopardize  the  distinction  of  the  Society." 

Members  are  chosen  toward  the  end  of  each  college 
year  by  a  board,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Principal, 
including  the  deans  of  the  faculties  and  the  four  junior 
A.M.S  representatives.

We  of  Arts  '45  are  filled  with  Queen's  spirit.  It 
was  inevitable1  Our  first  recollections  of  Queen's 
are  the  Centenary  Celebrations,  filled  with  official 
functions,  honoured  guests,  and  tradition.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  following  week,  as  wide-eyed,  con¬ 
fused  Freshmen  and  Freshettes,  we  were  left  wonder¬ 
ing  which  was  Queen's — the  celebrations  or  the 
classes.  Now,  in  our  senior  year,  we  realize  it's  a 
great  deal  of  both. 

Important  things  still  continued  to  happen  during 
our  first  year.  We  saw  the  last  rousing  AMS  election 
replete  with  Interfaculty  "informalities."  Levana's

The  class  of  Theology  '45  graduated  last 
August  due  to  the  speed-up  course  which  replaced 
the  third  year  by  a  special  Summer  Session.  The 
members  of  the  class  were  ordained  in  August, 
and  are  now  serving  the  Church  in  widely  separated 
parts  of  Canada  R  J.  McNaught  is  at  Pangman, 
Saskatchewan.  Greer  Boyce  has  the  pastoral 
charge  of  Tilston,  Manitoba  Richard  Bonsteel  is 
located  at  Denbigh,  about  ninety  miles  north  of 
Kingston,  and  Cordon  Smyth  is  at  Haliburton, 
some  seventy  miles  north-west  of  Peterborough 


The  speed-up  course  was  of  questionable  value, 
and  it  will  not  be  continued.  Although  there  is  a

MEDICAL  QUADRANGLE 
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HISTORY  OF  MEDS  '46 


In  September,  1940,  the  class  of  Meds  '46  was 
formed.  Duly  initiated  by  the  sophs,  we  delighted 
them  with  a  ready  market  for  their  old  books. 
Crowing  impatient  with  C.O.T.C  and  pre-medical 
subjects  which  seemed  entirely  unrelated  to  medicine, 
we  arduously  tackled  the  examination  barrier  between 
us  and  the  second  lap  of  the  six-year  course. 

Seme  failed  to  reach  second  year  and  vacancies 
were  filled  by  ten  new  men.  This  time,  as  sopho¬ 
mores,  VVE  welcomed  the  freshmen.  Dissection  of 
"stiffs"  in  the  anatomy  lab.  was  a  new  and  exciting 
experience.  The  "Bonesetters'  Ball"  was  added  to 
Queen's  social  life.  Our  basketball  team  won  the 
intramural  championship. 

Three  weeks'  vacation  followed  the  end  of  the 
second  year  and  our  first  accelerated  session  began 
June  1st  Soon  the  campus  was  invaded  by  Summer 
School  students.  Most  of  these  were  female  school 
teachers,  and  the  manpower  shortage  was  quickly 
relieved  by  Medsmen  who  dashed  to  the  rescue 
Somehow  we  managed  to  endure  the  numerous  dances, 
boat-trips  and  picnics.  In  Bacteriology  lab.  we  prac¬ 
ticed  "needlework"  on  each  other  as  we  gave  our  first 
injections.  Final  exams  at  Christmas  caused  a 
"Christmas  rush,"  with  our  last  lecture  and  first 
exam  on  the  same  day. 


Two  weeks  later  came  our  first  clinical  year. 
The  pre-clinicai  years  completed,  at  last  we  were 
dealing  with  patients.  When  not  looking  up  big 
words  in  the  dictionary  we  were  carrying  our  new 
stethoscopes  in  conspicuous  places  for  all  to  see. 
Sport  championships  were  won  by  Moore  in  boxing 
and  Creemdge,  Kinsman  and  Hunt  in  wrestling  Year 
parties  and  other  necessary  indulgences  were  enjoyed 
to  the  full  by  some  Medicos,  while  other  students 
crammed  for  final  exams.  But  then  came  our  turn, 
when  we  sweated  and  swatted  for  our  finals  in  the 
summer  heat. 

Two  months'  holiday  was  the  reward  for  com¬ 
pleting  the  three  years  in  two,  and  we  began  fifth 
year  in  September.  Now  we  were  able  to  join  the 
army  and  continue  our  course  as  privates  in  the 
R.C.A.M.C.  Classrooms  were  empty  for  a  week  while 
we  were  busy  "going  active."  Soon  we  were  well  into 
the  routine,  with  six  "eight-o'clocks"  per  week,  one 
hour  drill  each  week,  and  the  bi-monthly  pay  parade. 
In  the  sport  world  three  intramural  champions  were 
crowned,  and  the  Medical  hockey  team  won  the 
interfaculty  title.  In  the  spring  elections  Bill  Cornett 
was  voted  president  of  the  A  M  S.  The  hour  of  reck¬ 
oning  nearing,  we  tackled  high  stacks  of  notes.

The  spring  of  1 945 1  And  so  we  graduate,  wtih 
four  years  of  university  life  leaving  upon  us  their 
impressions,  both  transient  and  permanent  In 
retrospect  they  were  four  pleasant  years,  but  years 
in  step  with  the  marching  tempo  of  a  nation  at  war. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  first  impressions  are 
the  most  lasting — the  grey  limestone  halls  of  Science, 
the  "eight-o'clocks,"  the  tarns  and  regulations,  the 
never-to-be-forgotten  scrambles  with  the  Artsmen 
during  the  A. M  S.  elections,  the  snake  dances  down 
Princess  Street  in  pyjamas  and  frosh  haircuts.  Per¬ 
haps  in  many  youths  it  aroused  a  hearty,  dislike  for 
college  life,  but  Sc  '45  "ate  it  up  and  asked  for 
more." 

Campus  veterans  now,  in  the  autumn  of  1942  we 
returned,  or  at  any  rate  some  of  us  did,  to  enforce 
the  gradually  softening  freshman  regulations,  and 
to  take  over  the  "Freshman  Reception"  in  true  sopho¬ 
more  style.  Cord  Winder  ably  continued  as  president 
We  took  quite  a  beating  at  Christmas  and,  still 
groggy  from  that  "Battle  with  the  Faculty,"  plunged 
into  the  spring  exams  with  more  losses. 

With  Bill  Roberts  as  president,  Science  '45  entered 
its  third  session  forged  into  a  "Year"  in  the  heat  of 


battles  fought  and  won  as  frosh  and  sophomores.  We 
were  settled  in  our  chosen  courses  now  and,  for  most 
of  us,  interest  in  our  work  rose  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

And  then  final  year  rushed  by,  filled  with  year 
parties,  the  Formal,  the  year  dance,  graduation 
photos,  last-chance  social  activities,  the  iron-ring 
ceremony  and.  crammed  into  odd  moments,  some 
class  work. 

Socially  Science  '45  made  quite  a  name  for  itself. 
The  year  parties  had  campus-wide  renown.  The  year's 
dances — the  Lager-Rythm,  the  Hallow  Huddle  and 
the  Rugby  Ball — were  all  outstanding  successes.  The 
formal  in  final  year  was  widely  acclaimed  as  "the 
best  ever,"  although  it  was  the  first  to  be  held  in  the 
gym  in  our  time  and  experience  was  lacking 

Science  '45  had  a  group  of  outstanding  athletes, 
functioning  smoothly  to  capture  an  enviable  list  of 
individual  and  team  championships.  We  didn't  quite 
capture  the  Bews  Trophy,  but  we  blamed  that  on  the 
scoring  system,  and  the  lack  of  executive  rather  than 
athletic  ability.

Under  the  direction  of  Major  F  H  Brown, 
M.C.,  E.D,  of  the  1st  Bn  Governor  General's  Foot 
Guards  (above)  with  Capt.  H  C.  Frick  as  assist¬ 
ant  training  officer,  the  C.O.T.C  carried  out 
military  training  at  the  University  during  the  fall 
and  winter  months  Freshmen  and  sophomores 
contributed  110  hours  of  their  time  to  this;  third 
and  fourth-year  students  sixty  hours. 


The  strength  of  the  contingent  was  increased 
to  approximately  700  all  ranks  by  the  enlistment 
of  students  from  the  University  Air  Squadron, 
which  was  disbanded  in  December  in  accordance 
with  the  demobilization  policy  of  the  R.C.A  F.
